Revenue.—The commissioners of the reve- 
nue of the United States, has a salary of 
3,000; he has four clerks and a messenger, 
whose ‘salaries amount to 4,760—7,760 do!- 
lars. 

Land Office —The commissioner of the gen- 
eral land office, has a salary of 5,000; he has 
23 clerks, and a messenger, whose salafies 
amount to 22,960—25,90 collars. 

Patent Office.—TVhere is a superintendant, 
clerk and messenger in this department, 
whose salaries amount to 2,750. 

Total amount of the preceding items, 
433,750 dollars. 

Miscellaneous. —The officers of the United 
States mint, consists of a director, treasurer, 
chief coiner, an assayer, a melter and refiner, 
an engraver, and the treasurer’s clerk. 

In the United States, there are collectors of 
the custom 99; naval officers 14; surveyors 
of customs 74; public appraisers 11; imspec- 
tors of customs 350; weighers 40; guagers 
1S ; measurers 12 ; superintendants and keep- 
ers of light house 75. 

The United States has seven public minis- 
ters resident, at Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia, Spain, &c. Four consuls to the Barbary 
powers; and 70 commercial consuls and 
agents in various parts of the world. 





WASHINGTON. 
The following passage of Segur’s Memoirs 
is particularly interesting to an American. 
**One of my most eager wishes, on my ar 
rival in the United States, wasto see the hero 
of America, General Washington. Marshal 
Rochambeau had the goodness to introduce 
me to him, in his camp. Often. reality falls 
far below imagination, and admiration dimin- 
ishes When its object is too near. But at the 
sight of Washington, I fouad a perfect agree- 
ment between the impression which his ap- 
pearance made upon me, and the idea which 
I had formed ofhim, His exterior almost spoke 
his history; simplicity, dignity, sedateness, 
goodness, firmness; these qualities were mark- 
ed in his face and port, as well as in his cha- 
racter. His stature was noble, lofty, the ex- 
pression of his features benevolent, though 
energetic; his smile was agreeable; and his 
manners were simple without familiarity— 
There was nothing about him of the parade 
common with the generals of our monarchies ; 
all bespoke.the hero of a epubdlic ; he inspir- 
ed rather than commaryled respeet; you saw 
in the eyes of all around him true affection 
and entire confidence His quarters, ata 1 
distance from the campy exhibited the i 
of that order which reigned in the whole tenor 
of his life and conduct. Any other man than 
Washington would have failed in the attempt 
to overcome the difficulties of his situation; 
his genius and wisdom may be appreciated 
merely from the fact that, amid the stormg, a 
a revolution, he commanded, duri nis 
years, the army of a free people, wi 
citing the least fear in his conatry or the 
distiast in Congress.
